An Act to provide for the extension of the duration of the 

present Legislative Assemlily of the State of Orissa . 


BE it enacted by Parliament in the Seventeenth Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: - 


1. This Actmay be called the Orissa Legislative Assembly (Exten 
sion of Duration ) Act, 1966 . 
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Extension 2. The period of five years [ being the pericd for which the Legis 
ofdura lative Assembly of a State may , under clause (1) of article 172 of the 

Constitution , continue from the date appointed for its first meeting ]
